whose penchant in matters of covern- 
ment 1ms made expression of the will 
of Legionnaires, hla first objective | 
through his year at the helm. 


This is but a part of the aim of 


Commander Wicker to make his de- 
partment of the Legion one of the 
most vigorous, if not the greatest in 
size. Other points of. his program for 
1924 call for enactment of the adjusted 
compensation measure by the federal 
fovernmenc, erection of u non-utili- 
tarian movement in Virginia a* a war 
memorial, and appointment of a com- 
mittee In the state law-making body 
to handle all veteran legislation us has 
been done in congress. 


Wicker has been-an ardent Legion- 


naire almost since the time of the in- 
ception of the Legion. He was an or- 
faalzer In Virginia and was'a charter 
member of Richmond post Xo. 1. He 
was elected to servo as a delegate to 
the St. Louis caucus in 1910, and has 
attended 
every 
national 
convention 


since that time. 
It was through his 


efforts that the state of Virginia ap- 
propriated ?.ri,000 for expense incident 
to organizing the Legion throughout 
the state, unprecedented in Legion an- 
nals. He held the position of first na- 
tional executive committeeraan from 
that state, and followed this by a sec- 
ond term, but refused to accept the 
post for another year. He has served 
on several Important national commit- 
tees, including the Post Deportation 
committee, ami that which conveyed 
to the Knights of Colurahiis the action 
of the Legion in connection with the 
preferred memorial building. A most

HELP TO OPERATOR 


Bureau of Mines Sayt It 


Describes Character 


Co«l unaijses help to deicrlb* th« 


character of the coal as It lie* in the 
ground or as it may be delivered to 
th* user, states N. H. Sn.vder, fuel en- 
gineer of the Department of the In- 
terior, in a report recently it'ued hy 
the bureau of mines, Washington. 
The sampler cuts a channel two by six 
Inches or three by four Inches from 
roof to floor la the face of the soam 
and excludes from the sample any 
partings more than three-'ighths ol 
an Inch thick and any lenses or con- 
cretions of, sulphur or other impur- 
ities more than two inches In maxi- 
mum diameter and one-hall!! of an Inch 
thick, he adds. 


"Analyses of mine samples form n 


permanent or scientific record of tiie 
coal bed «t the point sampled; they 
are Important 
In

To the average purchaser, 
unacquainted with these details, how- 
ever, dependence on mine samples 
may be misleading.

The tame Idea mar 
hold food In mountainous countries 
where the valley li the object of 
beauty. 


Scattered trees planted promiscu- 


ously along the highway, aa on* see* 
then In the forest, are raore In keep- 
Ing with our landscape and with the 
American mind than stately avenues of 
morarcbles. It la rather lakes that we 
want, or plke», as they nra called In 
the Sonth, where trees seem to enjoy 
the roadside and each other'i com- 
pany. 
There is nothing stiff or set 


about It. A lane or a pike Is tolerant 
even to the shy bnt aweet Tlolet that 
may be permitted to icatter Its per- 
fume along the highway. 


I have teen pikes In Kentucky that 


come 8» near to what I consider a 
beautiful American highway aa any- 
thing I know of. They are serviceable, 
beautiful and cool on hot summer dayi. 
NatlTe plants of all aorts find a happy 
home along these roadsides and give 
their beauty and their wonderful mes- 
sage to the passerby, and In them next 
our birds that thrill us with their 
songs. 


We w«nt this expression of freedom 


along the open road. We want shad- 
ows and we want sunlight. We want 
the comfort of shady lanes, and we 
•want the beautiful outlooks over the 
surrounding country. 


I have passed over prairie roads 


with nothing but wavy plains In green 
and brown before me, and way oil In 
the horizon the purple riches on the 
crest of a prairie wn\e. Those are In- 
spiring thlngg, and they stimulate a 
lore for our native land. 


All roadside planting should be de- 


termined and based on the country and 
the native vegetation through which 
the roa'd winds Us way. In this way 
the roadside planting will become a 
part of the general landscape, and en 
hsnce the beauty of Its surroundlnj 
as far at this Is possible for a hlghwa 
to do For Instance, swamp or lowlan 
landscapes are of a widely dlfferen.

Erery plant has Its proper place In 


the out-of-doors. To find this place Is 
worth while, because here It reveals 
Its greatest beauty and ghes ns Joy 
In the fullest measure. Trees adapted 
to their environs may grow to great 
age and nobility, and In this way high- 
way planting will become n most Im- 
portant task In the making of our 
rural landscapes. 


Roadside planting, the development 


of state reservations and rural parks 
are equal In Importance to city plan- 
ning, and are far greater In scope and 
vision ihnn the latter. 
A period of 


great cultural advancement is always 
measured by the vision and the out- 
look for the future. Roadside planting 
belongs to such a period.
